Editorials 


WILSON, OUR In the election of 
NEWLY ELECTED Woodrow Wilson 
PRESIDENT to the position of 

President of the 
United States the people have an ideal 
Chief Executive. He is a scholar and a 
gentleman. He is a recognized pro- 
gressive leader and stands for those 
progressive measures which mean the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 
His public career has proven him to be 
fairminded. He is not carried away 
by overstimulated enthusiasm. He is 
not dominated by the Interests. As a 
historian he knows the Nation and as 
a public servant he knows the people.

U.8.P.STANDARDS There has been 
AND DEFINITIONS some confusion 
OF STANDARDS regarding the 

| names of drugs 
and the U. S. P. standards of quality 
and purity that such names should 


-stand for. It would appear most de- 


sirable that authoritative definitions 
be formulated which would serve as 
official definitions under the pure food 
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and drugs laws, national and state. It 
has been demonstrated time and again 
that the U. S. P. does not contain the 
definitions necessary for the guidance 
of those who are called upon to enforce 
the law. We need only recall the 
noted senna case where the judge 
evidently because of a lack of compre- 
hension, arbitrarily ignored the label 
U. S. P. attached to an article. The 
incompleteness and the imperfections 
of the U. S. P. definitions and 
the misinterpretations which have 
been put upon the U. S. P. purity 
rubric, were fully and clearly set forth 
by Dr. H. H. Rusby at the Denver 
meeting of the A. Ph. A. This inade- 
quacy of the U. S. P. could be easily 
remedied by the adoption of official 
definitions, which should be made a 
part of the U. S. P. and N. F., to be 
used until such time when the U. S. P. 


ean be revised in:such a manner as to - 


make it a reliable legal standard. The 
purity rubric of the U. 8S. P. would 


then be interpreted in terms of the 


official definitions proposed. Perhaps 
not more than fifteen or twenty defi- 
nitions would be necessary to cover all 
of the present deficiencies in the 
U. S. P. We hereby offer the follow- 
ing illustrative definitions which will 
serve to explain what we have in 
mind. | 

1. U.S. P. Label—Adding the label 
U. S. P. to any drug of the U.S. P. 
shall be construed as meaning that 
the drug to which said letters are 
added does comply with the purity 
and quality requirement (purity ru- 
bric) of the U. S. P., irrespective of 
the state or degree of comminution of 
said drug and also irrespective of the 
methods or processes of collecting, 
garbling or drying which may have 
been employed to prepare such drug or 
drugs for the market. 


2. Omission of U. S. P. Label— 
Omitting the U. 8S. P. label from any 
drug of the U. 8S. P., without any 


specific declarations to the contrary, 
shall in no wise release such drugs 
from the U.S. P. purity rubric require- 
ments, no matter by what name such 
drugs may be designated (as scientific 
name, technical names, trade names, 
common names of any language what- 
soever, etc., etc.). 

3. Non-pharmacopoeial Drugs—All 
drugs not defined or described in the 
U. 8S. P., designated by any recogniz- 
able and defining name whatsoever, 
shall conform to the standard of 
quality and purity established by usage 
or as determined by competent authori- 
ties; unless the label bear same addi- 
tional (to name) distinctive statement 
of quality and purity in which case 
the article must conform to the quali- 
fying specifications added to the name. 

4. Quantitative Limits of Harmless 
Adulterants—Any and all substances, 
whether of vegetable, animal or min- 
eral origin, whether or not harmful 
to man or other animals, which are 
not a part of the drugs as defined in 
the U. S. P., shall be considered as 
adulterants, no matter whether acci- 
dentally present in excessive amounts* 
or whether added in any quantities | 
whatsoever, with the intent to deceive. 


Oo. Quantitative Limits of Harmful 
Adulterants—Any U. S. P. drug con- 
taining any foreign substance or sub- 
stances which will or might appreci- 
ably alter the therapeutic action of 
said drug, shall be deemed adulter- 
ated, no matter whether such _ sub- 
stances are accidentally or intention- 
ally added or whether they have de- 
veloped within or upon the drug (as 
bacteria, yeast cells, mould, mites and 
other parasites). 

do. Tests for Determining the Qual- 
ity and Purity of Drugs—The test 
methods of the U. S. P., or desirable 
modifications thereof, shall be used, 


[*The approximate amounts of harmless 
impurities unavoidably present in U P. 
drugs (as inert vegetable matter, sand, 
pebbles, clay, dirt) should be defined for 
each drug by the Bureau of Chemistry.] 
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with such other methods (chemical, 
macroseopical, microscopical, micro- 
chemical, and bacteriological) as may 
from time to time be determined upon 
by the Bureau of Chemistry. 


ASH By determining the 
DETERMINATION ash content of 
OF VEGETABLE vegetable drugs, 
DRUGS particularly those 
in the powdered state, it is frequently 
possible to get valuable and useful 
data regarding the quality and 
purity of the article thus tested. An 
unusually high percentage of ash indi- 
cates excess of sand, clay, dirt and 
other inorganic impurities. Of even 
greater importance is the determina- 
tion of the acid insoluble ash. In the 
great majority of drugs most of the 
ash is soluble in hydrochloric acid and 
the per cent. of acid insoluble ash is 
practically the per cent. of silica 
present (of sand, sand particles of clay, 
dirt, etc.). 

Among those who have more re- 
cently given the subject attention are 
M. I. Wilbert of the U. 8. Public Health 
Service; Prof. Charles H. La Wall, 
assisted by H. A. Bradshaw, of the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy; 
John R. Rippetoe and R. Minor of New 
York City, and others. The pharma- 
copoeias of the different countries re- 
port the ash content of drugs in a 
desultory and erratic fashion and with- 
out specifying the methods followed. 

Thus far there has been no uni- 
formly applied method for determining 
the ash percentage of organic drugs. A 
- natural conclusion is that the absolute 
or true ash content of a drug is ob- 
tained when the sample is free of all 
foreign matter, hence a_ thoroughly 
washed average sample should be used. 
The cleaning and washing must, how- 
ever, be carefully done in order that 
none of the tissue may be removed 
and that none of the salts of the drug 
may be leached out or washed away

and that no foreign salts may be 
added. No doubt a rapid rinsing and 
washing in distilled water (using a 
wicker wire holder or container) would 
serve the purpose. The cleaned sample 
must then be dried to constant weight 


at a temperature of 100° C. We can > 


then get the absolute ash percentage 
of the sample. This method will 
yield results as uniform as_ they 
can be made, taking into consideration 
the natural variation in _ different 
samples of the same drug. The ash 
percentage thus obtained would merely 
serve as a comparative guicle to the 
amount of sand, dirt, clay and other 
inorganic impurities that may be 
present in the unwashed ecmmercial 


sample of the same drug. making © 


reasonable allowance for the natural, 
incidental and unavoidable impurities 


present. We will suppose that the . 


absolute ash of an average sample of 
eolehicum corm is 2.0% and that of 
the commercial sample under examina- 
tion yields 5.0%, with 3.0% of acid 
insoluble ash. It would be safe to 


_ conclude from these data that the drug 


was of very inferior grade and ecare- 
lessly gathered. Or it may be that the 
excess Of ash is due to the addition of 
some foreign vegetable substance hav- 
ing a higher ash content than eolchi- 
cum. The micro-analysis supplemented 
perhaps by chemical tests would de- 


termine the quality and purity of the 


drug. The ash test is in nearly all 
cases subsidiary and supplementary to 
the microscopical examination and to 
the chemical assay. In many instances 
the ashing can be omitted. Whether 
or not ashing should be done must be 
left to the judgment of the analyst. 


The cultural opera- 
CULTURE IN tions for the season 
CALIFORNIA, 1912 closed about Oc- 
1912 tober 1st. Two crops 

7 of leaves and stems 
were harvested and also a crop of 
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half of the average seasonal precipi- 
tation) and it so happened that the 
first crop of stems and leaves received 
a two days heavy rain just after be- 
ing cut, causing a loss of about one- 
third of the crop, the loss being largely 
in leaves. According to a recommen- 
dation of Dr. H. H.. Rusby, agreed to 
by the writer, stems more than one- 
half inch in diameter should be ex- 


cluded. Because of the unusually 


thrifty growth in the California soil 
and climate, it become necessary to re- 
move (by hand) all of the stems of 
excessive size, causing a further loss 
of about 20%. After thorough drying 
in the open, this first crop was shipped 
to Parke, Davis & Co., Detroit, Michi- 


_ gan, which firm, by the way, is using all 


of the belladonna grown in California 
(Castro Valley, near Haywards). 
Naturally, because of the loss in leaves 
and the prolonged exposure to the rain- 
fall, we had some doubts as to the 
quality. A letter from Parke, Davis 
& Co, referring to this first shipment 
reads in part as follows: 

Dear Sir: 

Referring to your recent shipment of 
Belladonna Herb, we find this drug to con- 
sist chiefly of coarse stems, which you will 
recognize as not strictly. in accordance with 
U. §S. P. specifications. However, upon 
testing the drug we find that it contains 


more than the U. S. P. standard of 
alkaloids. 


The second crop (stems and leaves) 
was very scant owing to the lack of 
soil moisture due to the scant seasonal 
rainfall, and also due to a lack of 
adequate cultural work. It consisted 
of rather small stems and leaves and 
presented a marked contrast to the first 
crop. Just after cutting (September) 
this crop also received a two days rain- 
fall, which caused a decided darkening 
of the leaves after drying. Owing to 
greater care on the part of the labor- 
ers there was, however, but little loss 
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3 roots. The season was decidedly in leaves, and since none of the stems 
‘i ‘‘off.’’ There was a very marked exceeded one-half an inch in diameter 
‘f shortage in annual rainfall (about one- none were rejected. 


No report on the analysis of this 
crop has as yet been received but we 
feel satisfied that it will show a high 
percentage in total alkaloids, perhaps 
0.75, or even more. Some of the bella- 
donna stems and leaves from Castro 
Valley have yielded as high as 0.84% 
of total alkaloids, and none of the 
material thus far marketed has ever 
fallen as low as the U. 8. P. require- 
ment. 


Roots (four-year-old plants) from 
five acres have been gathered. Drying 
weather was ideal and the crop was 
shipped October 24th, but it is too 
early to report on the analysis. Owing 
to a lack of adequate tools, not more 
than 50% of the roots were secured. 
The crowns, with about one to two 
inches of the roots, were removed and 
will be used for transplanting in No- 
vember or early December. The crowns 
are not usable medicinally, although 
their exact alkaloidal yield has not 
been determined. | 


All of the tests to date indicate that 
the stems (exclusive of the large basal 
parts referred to) are nearly as rich in 
alkaloids as the leaves; at least this is 
true of the belladonna grown in Cali- 
fornia. The experimental evidence to 
date is that sunshine and rich soil 
(rich in available potassium salts and 
lime) increase the yield in alkaloids. 
Irrigation, though apparently not 
necessary, is certainly desirable during 
a dry season, such as the one just 
passed. Irrigation is also desirable 
during the first summer season after 
transplanting the young plants or the 


crown cuttings, as it encourages a 


thrifty root formation and as a result 
insures larger second and third-year 
yields. 


Historically it is of interest to note 


that the commercial shipment of. bella- 
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donna roots to Parke, Davis & Co., 
above referred to, is the first of its 
kind in the United States, in fact the 
first on the Western Hemisphere. 


THE ERADICATION Leaving out of 
OF TUBERCULOSIS consideration all 

| other factors, tu- 
berculosis will diminish in direct ratio 
to a decrease in flats, apartment 
houses, hotels, sweat shops and 
crowded public conveyances of all 
kinds. Tuberculosis is a_ disease 
peculiar to crowded habitations. This 
has been known for many years but it 
is only recently that the matter has 
received the serious attention of 
governments, health boards and prac- 
ticing physicians. What we need is 
larger individual family homes in the 
city or town and more sanitary homes 
in the country districts. There should 
be a national law making it a punish- 
able offense for more than one family 
to live under one and the same roof. 
This is of course not all. The venti- 
lation and sanitation of the home 
should be looked after by health of- 
ficers, as it is in Japan. Germany, 
through energetic health measures, has 
reduced the mortality rate for tuber- 
culosis fifty per cent. in thirty years, 
and German experts on sanitation de- 


clare that in thirty years more tuber- 


culosis will be as rare as smallpox is 
now. In the meantime no doubt many 
of the ‘antis’ will go to their happy 
hunting ground in blissful ignorance. 
Not only should we have individual 
homes for sanitary reasons, but for 
moral reasons as well. Communal 
living in family aggregates tends to 
loosen the family ties and at the same 
time encourages immorality, and, in a 
general way disease and immorality 
go hand in hand. 
There is a strong tendency in our 
larger cities toward big flats and 
enormous apartment houses and _ so- 
called apartment hotels, and we were 


agreeably impressed during our recent 
visit to Denver to find there a pre- 
dominance of smaller individual homes 
with a little breathing space on all 
sides. This is as it should be. In 
fact, could we have our way we would 
see to 1t that each home had from one- 
quarter acre to one acre of ground, 
with vegetables and a large flower 
garden. Crime and disease do not 
thrive among flowers. 


Mr. Dunlap is out 


THE BUREAU 
OF CHEMISTRY and Mr. McCabe 
ghould be. So far 


so good. We have not had the pleas- 
ure (?) of knowing these men per- 
sonally. They may not be as black as 
they are painted. We do know that 
they were a great botheration to the 
bureau and that they interfered with 
the work of the bureau and were more 
or less directly responsible for the dis- 
eredit which has been cast upon the 
work of the bureau. Only good can 
come from their resignation. 

Let us hope that the United States 
Government machinery entrusted with 
the enforcement of the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act will be set in full motion 
right and that right soon. The in- 
activity, hesitation and delay which 
has dominated the bureau work for 
more than one year is discouraging 
and demoralizing. This demoralizing 
influence is not so much felt in the 
bureau itself as it is in the public 
mind. The consumer feels that adul- 
teration of foods and drugs apparently 
continues unchecked and the adulter- 
ators have become so confidant again 
that they no longer consider it worth 
while to howl and to make attacks 
upon the bureau. It is true, importers 
are a bit perturbed about some arti- 
cles, as ergot, asafetida and a few 
others, because of the slowness of the 
bureau in reaching a conclusion. 

About the only tangible information 


that the public can get regarding food 
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and drug conditions is that dissemi- 
nated by Good Housekeeping Magazine 
through the work of Dr. H. W. Wiley. 
Public sentiment in favor of pure foods 
and drugs is high, and reasonably so, 
and the tax-paying public has a right 
to government protection against the 
adulterators. iy 
This is by no means a criticism of 
the bureau—simply a statement of 
conditions as they impress the con- 
sumer. <A bureau chief to take the 
place of Dr. Wiley should have been 
appointed long ago. The bureau nui- 
sances (Dunlap, McCabe, et al.) should 
have been removed long ago. The 
really competent men in the bureau 
should have been assigned to more 
responsible positions and should be 
paid fair salaries. The bureau should 
center its main efforts, for some time 
to come, upon the flagrant transgress- 
ors, leaving the lesser and merely 
technical offenders and the highly 


- questionable points under the law, for 


further consideration and investigation. 


THE U. §. The _ reactionary 
DEPARTMENT OF tendencies of James 
AGRICULTURE Wilson, the Secre- 
AND tary of the Depart- 
DR. H. W. WILEY ment of Agricul- 


ture, have become 


notable and notorious. As far as can 
be ascertained these tendencies are due 
to a failure to keep up with scientific 


progress and as a result there is no 


longer a clear conception of the changes 
necessary in the government machinery 
to bring it into harmonious action with 
progressive tendencies. 

Seeretary Wilson has had a long 
and useful public career and he has 
now reached that period in life when 
he should be permitted to retire and 
make way for a man with progressive 
tendencies and who is more familiar 
with the scientific work of the Depart- 
ment. We cannot think of a man 
better qualified to take the position 


than Dr. H. W. Wiley, and we sincerely 
hope he will be appointed to the place 
in order that the objectionable condi- 
tions in the Department of Agriculture, 
referred to in the preceding editorial, 
may be corrected. Not only should 
these conditions be corrected but there 
should also be more efficient co-opera- 
tion between the several Bureaus of 
the Department, with a view to a 
simplification of work and a reduction 
in expenditures. We feel that Dr. 
Wiley, because of his long experience 
in the executive work of the Depart- 
ment, his thorough scientific training 
and his familiarity with the scientific 
work that is being done in the several 
Bureaus in the Department, is the 
right man for the place.

REPORT ON MEDICINAL PLANTS AND 
DRUGS AT THE LAST ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE ASSOCIA- 
TION OF THE OFFICIAL 
AGRICULTURAL 
CHEMISTS 


By L. F. Kebler, Referee _— 


During the past year the co-operative 
work on drug problems in conjunction 
with the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists: has been very satis- 
factory.. The number .of co-operators 
taking part was unusually large and 


all manifested a spirit of interest in 


the work. The referee’s report was 
submitted under the following head- 
ings: 

1. Methods of Sampling. 

2. Methods of Analysis. 

8. Inadequate Standards. 

4. Results. 


It is well recognized that the pro- 
-euring of representative samples for 
analytical work is the first important 
step in securing uniformity of chem- 


ical analyses. So long as we are not 


certain of obtaining samples which 
represent the total average of the ma- 
terial of a given consignment, we can 
never rely on the results directly set- 
ting forth the quality of the goods 
handled. In the taking of samples it 
is necessary to take into consideration 
the character of the goods to be sam- 
pled, the nature of the container, the 
probable climatic conditions obtaining, 
and the source of production. Ex- 
perience covering a number of years 
shows the difficulty confronting the 
analyst, and in order to bring about 
uniform action and ultimately avoiding 
friction and reassaying, the referee 
recommended that a committee be 
appointed to take up the entire sub- 
ject of drug sampling and report back 


to the association at the next annual 
meeting. It is not unusual to meet 
with consignments containing hundreds 
of bales or bags or kegs or packets or 
carboys or barrels, etc. The question 


naturally arising is how many pack- 


ages shall be sampled in order to ob- 


tain material that will fairly represent 


the commodity under consideration. In 
the case of ergot, for example, it was 
found that one bag in ten may be 
found inferior and it sometimes hap- 


pens that this one particular bag is 


selected for sample. The result is that 
the entire delivery is withheld. On the 


other hand, if one of the other nine 


bags is sampled, the shipment is re- 
leased with the result that the inferior 
package finds its way into the trade. 
It is exceedingly difficult to sample 
the bales of a large consignment so 


as to procure satisfactory results. It 


has been found that the outside of a 


bale, for example, will be perfectly 


satisfactory, whereas the interior is 
of an inferior character. The number 
of bales to be examined is also a dif- 
ficult matter to determine in every 
case. For example, one bale of bella- 
donna root will show an alkaloidal 
content much below that prescribed by 
the standard, while many other bales 
of the same consignment comply with 
the standard. Under these conditions 
it has been found necessary at times 
to sample every bale in an entire con- 


signment in order to secure satisfac- 


tory results. 

Similar questions were discussed in 
conjunction with gums, resins, oils, 
products solid at one temperature and 


liquid at another, semi-solids, bal- 


sams, etc. 


Methods of Analysis 
In order to arrive at a fair conclu- 
sion relative to an article, it is neces- 
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sary to take into consideration all 
factors that may throw light upon the 
subject. The first point’ that naturally 
presents itself is the physical appear- 
ance of the commodity. If the article 


is not of normal appearance, suspicion — 


is aroused immediately. The next 
two factors of great importance are 
odor and taste. Anyone familiar with 
these two factors of the various crude 
drugs he is liable to meet is fortunate 
indeed. Much time may often be saved 
by submitting a given sample to micro- 
scopical examination before applying 
chemical methods. It is often neces- 
sary also to resort to mechanical means 
to determine the amount of foreign 


material that may be present in a 


given sample. 
Inadequate Standards 


The Pharmacopeial standards for 
buchu leaves, for example, make no 
provision whatever for the presence 
of any stems or other incidental for- 
eign material which is lable to find 
its way into the drug at the time of 
collection. If such a standard were 
put into force and effect, the amount 
of this drug imported into the United 
States would be exceedingly small. In 
practice it has been found necessary 
to allow a certain amount of foreign 
material referred to above. What has 
been said in connection with buchu 
leaves also holds for many other leaves. 
Imitation balsam Peru complying with 
the tests of the Pharmacopeeia in every 
detail has been met with. It is, how- 
ever, not identical chemically with 
the natural product, neither has it been 
shown that its therapeutic properties 
are the same. The test prescribed by the 
Pharmacopoeia for morphin sulphate 
permits the presence of a considerable 
quantity of codein and other alkaloidal 
bodies derived from opium. In case 
the chemist is examining a sample of 
morphin sulphate according to the text 
prescribed by the Pharmacopeia and 
it complies in every respect with this 


test, he must of necessity report it as 
satisfactory. If this morphin sulphate 
containing a goodly proportion of 
codein is now used in the manufacture 
of morphin sulphate tablets or other 
mixtures in which the morphin sul- 
phate present is an important part, 
and the analyst discovers codein, he 
immediately infers that the original 
material was contaminated with this 
alkaloid, or the product is not prop- 
erly named, or may even be mis- 
branded in view of the fact that the 
eodein is not declared, a condition 
which might cause some embarrass- 
ment. 

The standards for the essential oils 
and the methods for arriving at same 
are very inadequate, as most analysts 
know. In fact, there is no difficulty 
whatever in manipulating some of the 
oils so as to comply with the standard 
prescribed in accordance with the 
methods detailed for arriving at same. 
The standard for copaiba also is 
decidedly inadequate, it is believed, 
largely for the reason that we know 
so little about the actual composition 
of this commodity. In order to elimi- 
nate many of the uncertainties it will 
undoubtedly be necesary to study the 
article from the source of production 
to the time of consumption. 


Results 

These can best be indicated by giv- 
ing short resumés of the subjects con- 
sidered, which follow: 

H. H. Rusby, associate referee on. 
macroscopic and microscopic study of 
plant drugs has been working on the 
subject of providing adequate descrip- 
tions for crude plant drugs not avail- 
able at present. This will necessitate 
elaborating some of the standards for 
certain Pharmacopeeial drugs. 

Medicated Soft Drinks 

By G. W. Hoover, Associate Referee 

The work was confined to the de- 
termination of constituents (caffein, 
cocain, phosphoric acid) and the esti- 
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mation of the total solids. The co- 
operative sample was prepared so as 
to represent as far as possible a num- 
ber of preparations which have been 
found upon the market. 

The results obtained by a majority 
of the chemists in the determination 
of caffein was satisfactory. The fig- 
ures show that if the method outlined 
is carefully followed, concordant and 
accurate results will be secured. The 
caffein is obtained quite pure without 
subjecting it to a special method of 
purification. 

The results for cocain were slightly 
low. The quantity in the preparation, 
however, compared with ecaffein, is 
quite small, and in view of the complex 
composition of the mixture, the results 
obtained in the estimation of cocain 
were also satisfactory. 

The method outlined for phosphoric 
acid is quite lengthy, but the results 
showed that if it is strictly followed, 
an accurate determination of this con- 
stituent can be made. 

The results of the method for the 
- determination of total solids showed 
too wide a variation. It was found 
that more concordant results were ob- 
tained by using a comparatively small 
quantity of the sample (2 to 4 grams) 
than by using a larger quantity, and 
it is evident that further work upon 
the determination of total solids is 
necessary. 


Report on Headache Mixtures 
By W. O. Emery, Associate Referee 


In the past the co-operative work 
has had to do with mixtures of the 
referee’s compounding, while that of 
the year just completed involved com- 
mercial products obtained on the mar- 
ket. The preparations were in tablet 
form. Twenty tablets together with 
the necessary directions for procedure 
were furnished each of the dozen co- 
workers. One mixture sent out con- 
tained as active ingredients caffein, 
and acetphenetidin; another, codein, 
acetenilid and sodium salicylate; and

a third, codein sulphate, antipyrin and 
acetphenetidin. 

In general, the results may be con- 
sidered very satisfactory in view of 
the inherent difficulties peculiar to cer- 
tain preparations involved; more par- 
ticularly, however, for the reason that 
probably one-half of the collaborators 
had not had any previous experience 
with such work, all of which indicates 


that the methods submitted are cor- 


rect in principle and need only to be 
varied in detail to meet the problems 
arising from special combinations. 
A method was devised in connection 
with the examination of mixtures con- 
taining caffein, acetanilid, quinin and 
morphin. The separation is based on 
the solubility of caffein and acetanilid 
in chloroform, while the sulphates of 
quinin and morphin are insoluble in 
this reagent. The alkaloids were sep- 
arated from each other by virtue of 
the insolubility of sodium morphinate 
in the aforesaid solvent, the morphin 
itself. being finally extracted as such 
with chloroform (carrying a little alco- 
hol) from an aqueous solution contain- 
ing common salt in excess together 
with a little ammonium salt. | 

W. O. Emery and C. D. Wright: A 
study of aspirin tablets and capsules 
was undertaken, more especially melt- 
ing temperature alone and in admix- 
ture with salicylic acid in various pro- 
portions, and finally the acid values of 
these compounds. | 

C. C. LeFebvre investigated the 
method of determining salol alone as 
well as in admixture with acetphe- 
netidin, having already succeeded in 
estimating salol both in separate form 
and in original tablets by hydrolyzing 
into phenol and salicylic acid and sub- 
sequently titration with a standard 
bromide solution. 
Co-Operative Work on the Determination 

of Camphor 


By E. K. Nelson 
A sample of Spirits of Camphor, 


prepared carefully according to the. 
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Pharmacopoeia, was submitted to 
twenty-three analysts for the determi- 
nation of camphor by the hydroxy- 
lamine tritation method as outlined in 
Circular No. 77 of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. The results reported by nineteen 
analysts varied from 8.33 per cent. to 
9.72 per cent., while four analysts 
found slightly more camphor than was 
actually present. | 

The average of all results reported 
was 9.08 per cent., or a deficiency of 
nearly 10 per cent. figured on the cam- 
phor actually present. The consensus 
of opinion as expressed by the various 
analysts was that the conversion of 
camphor into oxis was not complete. 
The method can not, therefore, be 
recommended for exact work. 


The Determination of Small Quantities of 
: Pepsin in Liquids 
: By V. K. Chesnut 
The method used in this work was 


essentially the Jacoby procedure as 
modified by Selm. A .4 per cent. so- 
lution of U. S. P. pepsin in N/10 
hydrochloric acid previously saturated 
with choloroform was sent out to- 
gether with some standard pepsin and 
ricin. The sample was analyzed by 
seven co-operators. The results re- 
ported varied widely. One analyst re- 
ported 1 per cent., but the others found 
between 0.09 and 0.38 per cent. The 
particularly interesting feature of the 
results was that the reports seemed to 
indicate a somewhat uniformly pro- 
gressive decomposition of the pepsin 
due perhaps partly to the summer tem- 


perature and agitation to which they 


were subjected or to the action of the 
choloroform added to the hydrochloric 
acid to conserve the pepsin against the 
action of solids. The highest percent- 
age found was obtained at Washington 
in a sample kept in cold storage and 
analyzed three days after it was made 
up. The same sample yielded only 0.2 
per cent. 40 days later, and another 
held at room temperature during the 
40 days gave only 0.1 per cent. 


Estimating Nitroglycerin in Tablets 
By A. G. Murray 
Co-operative work on nitroglycerin 


tablets was carried out on two samples. 
Nineteen collaborators reported. Con- 
sidering the rather. complicated nature 
of the methods, the minute quantity of 
nitroglycerin to be determined, and 
the lack of experience with the meth- 
ods of many of the collaborators, the 
results were as good as could be ex- 
pected. The completeness of the ex- 
traction of nitroglycerin from _ the 
tablets should be investigated. 


A Study of the Lead Number of Asafetida 
and Allied Products 
By B. G. Merrill 

This is a method of measuring the 
lead precipitate of asafetida and vari- 
ous other similar products by precipi- 
tation of gram sample of the other 
purified resin (dried five hours at 
110° C.) by means of a 5 per cent. lead 
acetate solution in 80 per cent. alcohol. 
The uncombined lead is determined by 
filtering off an aliquot portion and de- 
termining the lead as sulphate. By 
carrying a control test the amount of 
lead combined may be calculated from 
the difference of the two, and the 
lead number expressed in terms of — 
milligrams metallic lead per gram of 
sample. | 

The following results have been ob- 
tained : 

Asafetida 222, galbanum 4, ammonia- - 
cum 75, olibanum none, guaiae 171, 
myrrh 7, colophony 142, bdellium 55, 
sandarac 351, mastic 34, gamboge 9, 
dragon’s blood 0, euphorbium 34, ‘‘ pep- 
per asafetida’’ 82. 

This method gives results which 
may be checked by independent work- 
ers, although the value is not absolute 
on account of incomplete drying of 
the other purified resin. It is, how- 
ever, sufficient to give comparative re- 
sults. 


Co-Operative Results on Morphin 
Estimation 
By H. E. Buchbinder 
The method studied was proposed 
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by Eaton. The main features of the 
method for opium are as follows. 


- The opium is digested in lime water, ° 


the lime water is filtered and an ali- 
quot taken. The latter is shaken out 
repeatedly with chloroform to remove 
other alkoloids. then ammonium chlo- 
ride is added and the morphin is 
shaken out with a mixture of chloro- 
form and alcohol. The latter is evap- 
orated and the residue titrated with 
standard acid and standard alkali. 
The methods for paregoric and syrup 
are adaptations of the opium method. 
The results of the collaborators 
showed that in case of powdered 
opium the conditions prescribed do not 
insure the complete exhaustion of the 
powder, also that it is practically im- 
possible to get rid of the other alka- 
loids by direct extractions. The re- 
sults on paragoric were decidedly bet- 
ter than those on opium, but were not 


altogether satisfactory. 


On the Estimation of Morphin 

A paper by H. R. Buchbinder gave 
the results of a study of a number of 
topics having a bearing on certain 
analytical methods for morphin. 

1. Does chloroform take up mor- 
phin from an alkaline (fixed alkali) 
solution? It was found that with a 
certain excess of alkali the amount 
taken up is negligible. 

2. Chloroform plus alcohol as a 
solvent for morphin. In this connec- 
tion the distribution of aleohol between 
chloroform and water as well as sol- 
ubility of morphin in chloroform alco- 
hol and aqueous aleohol, were studied. 
3. Chloroform alone as an ex- 
tracting solvent. Conditions were 
found under which small quantities of 
chloroform can be used with great 
convenience to extract morphin from 
an aqueous solution. This is made pos- 
sible by the conversion of the morphin 
into a form ten times more soluble than 
the ordinary ‘‘crystalline’’ variety. 


4. The Eaton methods. The chief 


defect is the practical impossibility of 
removing the other alkaloids from the 


lime water solution. <A ‘‘negative’’. 


test is misleading. 


5. An error of the U. 8. P. method. 
The amount of morphin remaining in 
the mother liquor was found to be 
about 140 mgms. 


6. New methods for opium and 
opiates. The salient features are: 
First, the use of chloroform alone as 
an extracting solvent for morphin; 
second, the use of barium salts as pre- 
cipitants of resinous impurities, thus 
entirely overcoming the difficulty of 
emulsions. 

The following is a brief outline of 
the proposed method for powdered 
opium. | 

The initial extraction of the powder 
is effected by digestion with hot water, 


followed by the addition of 10 per 


cent. sodium hydroxid and shaking 
during .a short interval. The solution 
is saturated with salt, diluted with 
saturated salt solution, and after the 
addition of barium chlorid, is made up 
to volume with saturated salt solution. 
After filteration an aliquot is taken. 
The latter is solidified with concen- 
trated hydrochloric acid and then 
rendered ammoniacal with concen- 
trated ammonia, the quantities of the 
acid and the ammonia being carefully 
regulated so as to secure certain defin- 
ite concentrations of free ammonia 
and ammonia salts. After the addition 


of some alcohol the morphin, accom- 


panied by a certain amount of other 
alkaloids, is extracted with chloro-

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DEFENSE OF ‘‘ALTERNATING SUN- 
DAY CLOSING’’ 


To the Editor: 

My attention was called today to an 
unsigned article, without title, on page 
three of the October Pharmacist, which 
criticised the plan I suggested for 
Sunday closing of drug stores, and, 
as | am asked some direct questions, I 
take the liberty of responding through 
your publication. 

In the first place, I am quoted 
ambiguously when it is stated that I 
insist ‘‘that drug stores should re- 
main open on Sunday afternoon or 
at least have one man in the store.’’ 
The suggestion I made was that 
pharmacies in each district in cities 
like San Francisco alternate in keep- 
ing open on Sunday, so that each, in 


take turns at staying in their 
offices all day Sunday,’’ could only 
justly be asked if physicians, imitating 
their pharmaceutical friends, had de- 
cided to refuse absolutely their services 
to the sick on Sunday afternoon. * As° 
they never will be so blind to their — 
duty, it stands to reason that patients 
can always get some physician at all 
times, but how much more Utopian 
would it be if they eould also always 
get the medicine orders for their re- 
lief, which would be possible if all the 
drug stores in the city were not closed. 

In view of the foregoing and the 
recent unconditional recommendation 
of the C. Ph. A.? to druggists that 
they all close their stores on Sunday 
afternoon, just after the plea for some 
amelioration had been made, I chal- 
lenge the statement that it will be 
‘‘usually much easier to obtain some- 


its turn, would be able to supply the one to open a drug store for necessities 
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than to find a physician.’’ The peculiar 
part of the contention that physicians 
are not procurable on Sunday after- 
noon is that it is a very strong point 
in favor of having a store open, so as 
not to leave the sick without even the 
‘‘first aid’’ that pharmacists are taught 
in their colleges to give. 


| Hospitals Not Satisfactory 

Regarding the retort that has been 
made, that emergency hospitals can 
supply all the urgent remedies needed, 
I wish to state that such a statement is 


not true, as will be evident when it is 


remembered that most of the drugs 
used in these places are sent out for 
to nearby drug stores when needed. 
Many substances that may be urgently 
needed are not carried by hospitals, 
nor could prescriptions that may be 
desired at the moment be dispensed— 
even if the hospital were provided 
with a pharmacist, as he would also 
get his Sunday afternoon off. I tried 
to get the official arsenic antidote one 
Sunday afternoon and, after trying a 
_ large number of hospitals, 1 was un- 
able to find one that could supply it. 
As was pointed out by Dr. Albert 
Schneider,* how about those localities 
where there are no emergency hos- 
pitals, or where the patients refuse to 
go to one, as they often do? A hos- 
pital is certainly the place for most 
surgical emergencies, but, of course, 
these are not the cases that are meant. 
It is true that the cases are rare 
that require one drug store in each 
neighborhood to keep open, but, for 
these cases, it is often a vital matter. 
Suppose the child of a pharmacist is 
seen at 1:15 on a Sunday afternoon 
and a severe case of laryngeal diph- 
theria is diagnosed, would the father 
prefer to have his child wait for the 
ambulance and have him taken to some 
distant hospital where they would 
take contagious cases and take a 
chance of obtaining some fresh anti- 
toxin, or would he go to his own drug 


store in the district, knowing that he 
can get that potent remedy in a few 
minutes? Then, if access to a phar- 


macy is possible for him and so much 


appreciated, should not every father 
be extended the same humanitarian 
consideration? Although these cases 
would not be very common, the drug 
store that is open would not need to 
depend on them, but could attend to 
all the requests for goods that are 
made, whether they are urgent or not, 
being assured financial returns in this 
way. 


Some Relief Demanded 
As the San Francisco County Medi- 


cal Society and others are taking up > 


the regulation of this matter, to the 
end that its evils be eliminated,‘ it be- 
hooves all conscientious and thoughtful 
pharmacists to look into this very im- 
portant service for the stricken. If 
the C. Ph. A. had heeded the advice 
offered to it at its last meeting it 
would not only have endorsed Sunday 
closing, but it would have recom- 
mended that some arrangement be 
made so that the safety of the public 
would not be further jeopardized. 
Pharmacists of a locality would get 
more of the rest they deserve if they 


will close all drug stores but one—not 


only on Sunday afternoon, but also at 
night, or even all day Sunday—and the 
public will be able to obtain urgent 
necessities if they should be needed. 
If all drug stores are to be closed on 
Sunday afternoon, the telephone or 
address to be used for urgent sum- 
mons should be left on the closed door.

RECEPTION IN HONOR OF JOHN URI 
LLOYD 

On the evening of October 11th, a 
banquet was tendered in honor of 
John Uri Lloyd, a member of the Ohio 
State Commission, appointed by Gover- 
nor Harmon to select a site for the 
Ohio State exposition building. The 
reception and banquet was held in the 
famous ‘‘Old Poodle Dog’’ restaurant, 
on Bush Street, near Kearny, in San 
Francisco. 

The banqueters assembed at 6:30 
P. M., to renew their acquaintance 
with Professor Lloyd. At 7:30 the 
company were seated at the table and 
a banquet was served in the best style 
of this famous restaurant. Speech- 
making began at 9 o’clock, Professor 
T. Green acting as toast-master. 
Gasten E. Bacon made the speech of 
welcome, responded to by Mr. Lloyd. 
This was followed by short toasts and 
speeches as follows.

R. E. White spoke of the scientific 
and literary achievements of Mr. 


Lloyd and of the great Lloyd Library 
in Cinemnati and the useful purpose 


that this library served. James G. 


Steele recalled his earlier associations . 


with Mr. Lloyd and their mutual in- 
terest in California drug plants. Other 
speakers were Dr. J. H. Dawson, Val 
Schmidt and Mr. Kellogg. 


Mr. Lloyd was then called upon for 
an address. He responded to some of 
the toasts, especially dwelling upon the 
Lloyd Library, how it came into exist- 
ence, its rapid growth and its pur- 


poses. A part of his address hereby 
follows: | 


It pleases me much to have the oppor- 
tunity of again meeting my pharmacist 
friends in San Francisco; and it adds to 
the pleasure of the occasion to be able to 
state that among those present this evening 
are men who met with me years ago, on the 
occasion of my first visit to San Francisco. 
I feel assured it will be making no invidious 
distinction to mention one of these gentle- 
men, the one at my left, Mr. J. G. Steele, 


with whom my acquaintance began over 


thirty years ago, and with whom I have 
been more or less in touch from that day to 
the present. Well do I recall the enthusi- 
asm exhibited by. Mr. Steele in those early 
days, wherein California pharmacy became 
prominent, and in which Mr. Steele was a 
very conspicuous factor. Indeed, the first 
display of California drugs, covering over 


thirty items, was exhibited at the meeting 


of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
in Indianapolis, 1879, the items being select- 
ed by Mr. Steele, and exhibited by myself. 

Although there is much that is pleasurable 


in recalling those days, there is also a touch > 


of sadness, as we reflect on the fact that so 
many who were then present, are no longer 
with us. Let me mention one, and only 
one, Professor Searby, who stands typical 
of Califernia’s pharmaceutical efforts and 
ideals, and who was one to welcome the 
members of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association in its very recent meeting in 
Los Angeles. 

But let these things pass. I aim only to 
refer to the fact that in California the past 
in pharmacy grasps hands with the present, 
and that those who now engage in the work, 
as indicated by the younger faces about me, 
and the enthusiasm of this occasion, will 
surely, in the onward movement, contribute 
their share toward the higher evolution of 
the profession. 
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When last I visited San Francisco, the 
embers of the fire that practically destroyed 
a large share of this city, were almost warm. 
Seemingly, it was a Herculean task even to 


think of constructing another city, and 


clearing away. the wreckage of the past, but 
no despondency, no obstruction, no resist- 
ance, seemed to have any permanent place 
with the people of this city. Out of sight 
now is the wreckage of the pas In its 
place we find magnificent buildings, far su- 
perior to those that were destroyed, and in 
each word and action of the residents of 
San Francisco we find an enthusiasm bred 
of this victory that astonishes the visitor, 
and surprises, I take it, people more fami- 
liar than I am, with the obstacles that had 
to be overcome... A mighty conquest was 
this that the people of San Francisco 
accomplished and in it all we find the 
pharmacist of San. Francisco, including 
the jobbing druggists of San Francisco, have 
had their part, and have done well what it 
was theirs to do. Surely, in all America, 
there stands no greater monument to the 
enterprise of the pharmacist, than that 
which we find in this, your city. The 
ideals of the apothecary are no less con- 
spicuous, as is shown in the improvement in 
the teaching institution of your eity, for the 
College of Pharmacy has been transplanted 
from its former, less desirable location, to 
one of exceeding importance, in connection 
with affiliated educational institutions, that, 
to both teachers and students, give an op- 
portunity far superior to those of the olden 
time. These, and such as these, together 
with the pharmaceutical press of your city, 
now reaching to every part of the. country, 
is not only more than creditable, but is 
markedly expressive of the hopefulness for 
the future. re 


May I not, in this connection, speak of 
one in whom we people of the East feel 
that we can rightfully claim a just pride, as 
one of ourselves, because of the fact that, 
wisely foreseeing his future importance in 
the work of pharmacy, you came to us and 
took from us this patient, persistent, ener- 
getic and accomplished teacher. Well do I 
remember when first I met Professor 
Schneider. It was when he gave the lec- 
ture before the American Pharmaceutical 
Association at Put-in-Bay, supporting the 
same with admirable illustrations and draw- 
ings that fortified his words. As we lis- 
tened, [ remarked to Mr. Ebert, who sat by 
my side, ‘‘Keep your eye on Schneider. 
Surely. will he make for himself a place in 
pharmacy, where his energetic nature will 
create opportunities, and accomplish much 
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for the benefit of pharmacy.’’ That predic- 
tion, my friends, has been more than ful- 
filled, and it pleases me this evening to sit 
at the table with Professor Schneider, and 
be able thus to refer to that incident of 
the days gone by. His name today is of 
national importance, in connection with the 
advanced subject of bacteriology as applied 
to pharmacy, his pen having given us the 
first American book in that field. 


As a teacher in pharmacy, I likewise feel 
that I have a rightful and somewhat per- 
sonal interest in the work accomplished in 
pharmacy in San Francisco, for on this, as 
well as on other occasions, more than one 
who has had a part in the pharmacy work 
in this city and the West, has sought me to 
shake my. hand as a teacher of the olden 
time. And in this connection I may surely 


be allowed to say that nothing could have 


pleased me more than to find in my room at 
the hotel, on my arrival, a beautiful floral 
offering, second to none that came to any 
of our party, bearing the word, ‘‘Ohio,’’ 
and accompanied by the card of a lady, 
Miss Laura Goodman, a pharmacist. of your 
city, whose diploma from the Cincinnati 
College of Pharmacy, carries my. name as 
her teacher in pharmacy. 

But let these things all pass. To attempt 
to go into details and to mention the names 
of the men and women whose faces I- recog- 
nize as I look about this board, or whom I 
remember in thinking of past occasions, 
would be to draw out this dinner into the 
morning hours. Let me then pass on, with © 
the remark that what I have said as yet 
could easily be repeated, over and over 
again, with others as texts, whose faces and 
names appeal to me not less earnestly than 
those I have mentioned. 

I have no time to discuss the pharmacy 


_ problem of your city and state, or of the 


West. Nor have I the opportunity to be- 
gin to correlate the connection between the 
pharmacy of one section and that of an- 
other. I can only say to you that in my 
opinion there should be no despondency, 
even though apparently we have here and 
there reasons for apprehension as concerns 
the upward progress of pharmacy. An op- 
timist am I, and a believer that there need 
be no apprehension concerning the ending 
of it all. And I am also a believer in that 
the cause of the people being our cause, and 
the medication of the people being our 
charge, there will be no retrogression in 
any direction, and that the brushing out of 
even a cherished factor means but the intro- 
duction of a something better. In other 
words, the changes that come will ultimately 
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prove to be not disastrous to the cause of 
pharmacy, even though they be distasteful 
to some of us, involved in ideals that we do 
not perceive should be replaced, in the pass- 
ing along. 


In elosing, I will ask a favor, not only 
from the pharmacists present, but from the 
profession at large, not only in San Fran- 
cisco, but in all California. It is this: My 
journey here is not this time in the line of 
my chosen profession. I come as a repre- 
sentative of the State of Ohio, charged with 
the duty of a Commissioner, one of three, 
our present visit being for the sole purpose 
of selecting a site for the Ohio Building at 
the Panama Exposition. This we have al- 
ready accomplished, and I believe that the 
site selected through the aid of the Ohio 
Society in San Francisco, and our many 
friends, has many advantages unexcelled by 
those of any other State. I believe that the 
State of Ohio will erect a building that will 
eredit the State of Ohio, the City of San 
Francisco, and the Panama Exposition. 


There must, however, yet come many. per- 


plexities and many responsibilities that we 
three Commissioners must meet, and in this 
connection I will say to you, my friends, 
that if it comes a necessity, I shall appeal 
to my pharmaceutical friends for advice and 
assistance in any direction where I am per- 
plexed, or where I need help in making a 
decision or establishing what is best. It 
should be remembered in this connection 
that when in trouble, one calls on his 
friends, and that in this business there must 
come troubles, there must come annoyances, 
disturbances, perplexities, and I being the 
only pharmacist represented, possibly among 
all the states, it is a special privilege that I 
enjoy in seeking your aid, and I take it 
you will accept the duty of seeing to it 
that the Pharmacist Commissioner from 
Ohio does not act. alone in behalf of phar- 
macy, but shall be given every opportunity 


in this public trust, to do well his work, 


and that when a eall is made, you will, in- 
dividually and as a body, unite to assist in 
whatever you can do in the way of advice 
and assistance. 


With these remarks I shall close, with 
the hope that when your grand exposition, 
which will unquestionably. make a world’s 
record, is fully established, I may again as 
a Pharmacist Commissioner from the State 
of Ohio, have the opportunity of greeting 
my Western friend in pharmacy, and of 
congratulating myself and themselves on the 
final success of the entire occasion. 


To this address Professor F. T. 
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Green responded with an appreciation, 
whereupon the banqueters drank a ris- 
ing toast to ‘‘Our Guest,’’ which con- 
cluded the evening’s program.

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Briefer Notes and Comments 


The Proprietary Evil 
The evils connected with the prescribing 
of ‘‘ethical proprietaries’’ are, as we have 


repeatedly said, a menace not so much to. 


the medical profession as to the public. 
It is not surprising then, in view of the 
present wide-spread interést of the layman 
in all things medical, that the ‘‘proprie- 
tary’’ evil is beginning to be recognized 
as something entirely distinctive from the 
‘patent medicine’’ curse. As The Journal 
has said time and again, the abuses in the 
proprietary medicine world will continue 
just so long as the medical men will 
tolerate medical journals whose revenue is 
largely derived from the advertising of 
fraudulent proprietaries. The public is 
waking up to this fact. We reproduce 
here in full an editorial that appeared in 
the New York Sun for September 21, 
under the caption ‘‘A Serious Menace to 
the Medical Profession.’’ It gives the 
medical profession an opportunity to see 
itself as others see it: 

‘‘The absence of co-operation among 
physicians in the promotion of their in- 
terests is a matter of frequent observation. 
It is therefore gratifying to record an in- 
stance exemplifying the recognition of a 
danger menacing both the public and the 
profession, and the action taken by at least 
one organization to meet it. 

“The State Medical Association of Mis- 
souri has adopted a _ resolution which 
pronounces it ‘derogatory to the best in- 
terests of members to publish articles in 
medical journals whose advertising pages 
contain fraudulent or questionable adver- 
tisements.’ The lay reader cannot realize 
the importance of this enactment, not for 
the doctor alone but also for the interests 
of the public, which is the unsuspecting 
victim and the greatest sufferer from 
the abuses this resolution is aimed to 


correct, the prescription of secret nostrums | 


and other proprietary drugs by physicians. 
It is not generally known that there are 
numerous drugs which have never been 
shown to possess the slightest palliative, 
much less curative, properties, but which 
by reason of skilful and persistent. adver- 
tising have come to be credited with more 
or less valuable properties; and there are 
other drugs more or less efficient as palli- 
atives, the manufacture of which is secret, 
which are exploited under various designa- 


tions, names or devices. Some _ persons 
say they have been benefited, others that 
they have been actually cured by these 
secret nostrums; just as many declare 
they have obtained similar benefit from all 


kinds of treatment, magnetic cures, healers, 


masseurs, etc. 

‘‘The Journal of the American Medical 
Association has for some time bravely 
urged the importance of checking the use 
of these nostrums which have unfortu- 
nately become popular among doctors 
who are incapable or too indolent to devise 
their own formulas. And they are encour- 
aged, indeed actually taught, in their uses 
by certain medical journals of otherwise 
good repute, which thrive on large incomes 
from the advertisements of the manufac- 
turers. It is so much easier to write a 
prescription for X’s Nerve Tonie than even 
to write the ingredients of which it pre- 
tends to be composed and the properties 
of which are well known. Worse than 
this is the prescribing of preparations for 
the composition of which and their cura- | 
tive value the physician must trust to the 
manufacturer, whose chief interest lies in 
their financial success. The ingredients if 
stated are not mentioned in the text-books 
on drugs. A glib tongued agent ealls at 
the doctor’s office, thrusts on him samples 
and so-called literature, laudatory. and 
alluring by titled names of which he has 
never heard. The headache medicine, for 
instance, is prescribed; it alleviates prob- 
ably because it contains a coal-tar prepara- 
ation. Instead of prescribing the latter 
himself he gives the next patient this 
nostrum, The result is that on the next 
similar occasion the patient buys the. nos- 
trum from the druggist without visiting 
the doctor; not rarely he recommends it 
to others. The druggist alone reaps the 
benefit, while the doctor and the patient 
suffer losses they little suspect. 

‘‘The credulity of the unthinking doctor 
is not a whit beneath that of the mis- 
guided layman, but it is far more con- 
temptible. For this reason the public 
needs to be warned against doctors who 
prescribe drug preparations bearing some 
definite name or title rather than a regu- 
lar prescription. There never was a time 
when drugs were so universally and freely 
used by lay persons, and the chief reason 
may. be found in the recklessness with 
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which named proprietary medicines not. 


mentioned in the text-books are prescribed 
by doctors. The Latin 
though antiquated, is at least not so easily 
duplicated. 

‘“If respectable medical journals would 
refuse advertisements to secret or semi- 
seeret nostrums they would not be used by 
physicians. Since these medical journals 
derive their principal revenue from adver- 
tisements, it is not in human—commer- 
cial—nature to adopt this suicidal course. 
The remedy lies in the adoption of the 
course pointed out above by the lay public 
and the unwavering diseiplining of physi- 
cians who lend their influence by publishing 
articles in these journals which carry. ad- 
vertisements of nostrums. The American 
Medical Association owes it to the medical 
_ profession, the best types of which it rep- 
resents, to emulate the action of the Mis- 
sour Medical Association and thus protect 
the professional interests which are seri- 
ously menaced and also protect tthe public 
against indolent and ignorant doctors.’’— 
Journ. A. M. A., Oct. 5, 1912. 


Illegible Prescriptions.—The president of 
the Berlin police has. addressed a letter to 
the President of the Berlin-Brandenburg 
Chamber of Doctors, calling his attention 
to the fact that recently pharmacists have 
been unable to decipher badly written 
medical prescriptions, and the president of 
‘the loeal Society of Pharmacists has drawn 
the attention of the police to the matter. 
The police president therefore requests the 
president of the chamber to impress upon 
the doctors in the most emphatic manner 
the dangers resulting from this kind of 
prescribing, not only to their patients, but 
also to themselves. This is of interest 
owing to a recent trial in which the dis- 
penser was exonerated from blame, al- 
though a mistake had been made in dis- 


pensing a badly written prescription.— 
Chemist and Druggist. 


Pure Food and Drug Act 

The United States Supreme Court holds 
that the notice and preliminary hearing 
by the Department of Agriculture which 
must be given under the Pure Food and 
Drug Act of June 30, 1906, to the person 
from whom the sample was obtained, 
when, upon examination by the Board of 
Chemistry, an article is found to be adul- 
terated or misbranded, is not a condition 
precedent to the prosecution of a manu- 
facturer, instituted by the Department of 
Agriculture or its agent, for shipping mis- 
branded goods in interstate commerce. ~

Intoxicating Liquors—Sales by Druggists— 
Assignment of Licenses, 

In a prosecution for selling liquor witht 
out a license the West Virginia Supreme 
Court holds that an endorsement of a 
transfer on a druggist’s license previously 
granted by a court, by the clerk thereof, 
without previous authority of such court 


lawfully given, is void. The subsequent 


grant and confirmation of such transfer by 
such court, though regularly and lawfully 
done on proper application, will have no 
retroactive effect to protect the assignee 
of such license against the consequences of 
his prior unlawful act in making sale of 
spirituous liquors. 

Neither a druggist, nor registered phar- 
macist, not a licensed druggist, can under 
the laws of West Virginia, lawfully sell 
spirituous liquors, even upon the prescrip- 
tion of a physician, without a state license 
therefor, as required by. Section I of Chap- 
ter 32, Code 1906. 

When. by statute, as in West Virginia; 
an act is made an offense under the liquor 
laws without regard to the intent with 
which it is done, evidence on the subject 
of intent is not material; and on the trial 
of one charged with a violation of such 
statute, there is no error in rejecting such 
evidence, or instruetions to the jury 
thereon.

Cinchona Alkaloids—Biddle, in a com- 
munication from the chemical laboratory 
of the University of California, states that 
when cinchonine and quinine are heated to 
98° to 102° in the form of salts in aque- 
ous solution they are converted into their 
poisonous isomers, cinchotoxine and quino- 
toxine, at a rate which depends on the 
dissociation constant of the acid. For ex- 
ample, with hydrochloride of the base, the 
conversion is almost nil after forty-eight 
hours, whereas with acetic or propionic 
acid complete conversion ‘can take place in — 
twenty-four hours. Analogous transfor- 
mation can be induced by mere exposure to 
direct sunlight. It is suggested that a 
similar transformation in the body may 
account for reported cases of poisoning 
from ‘quinine. 


Adulterated Asafetida.—According to 
Sechler and Beeker (‘‘Jour. de Pharm, et 
de Chim,’’ 1912, 404), asafetida is fre- 
quently adulterated with galbanum and 
ammoniacum. They give the following 
methods for detecting these adulterants: 
(1) Hypobromite Test—A 10-per cent 
emulsion of the sample is made, and to 
2 cc. of this 5 ¢c.c. of water is added, and 
a solution of sodium hypobromite is care- 
fully poured on to the surface of the 
liquid: with pure asafetida an olive-green 
eolor results; ammoniacum gives a cherry- 
red color, which (when below 20 per cent. 
is present in the sample) is only to be 
noticed at the moment of contact. (2) 
Sulphuric-acid Test.—To 2 «ec. of the 
emulsion 30 drops of pure sulphuric acid 
is added. No marked color results with 
pure asafetida, but in the presence of much 
galbanum a violet color results. (3) Re- 
fractive Index of the Essential Oils.—The 
authors consider 1.4974 a typical value for 
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oil of asafetida, 1.4765 for oil of ammo- 
niacum, and 1.4840 for oil of galbanum. 


They suggest 1.4960 as the lowest permis- — 


sible limit for oil of asafetida.. [Compare

The Nobel Prize Awarded to Dr. Carrel 
It is with special gratification that we 
Americans note the award of the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine to Dr. Carrel of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research. 
While Dr. Carrel is French by birth and 
training, his epoch-making researches have 
been for the most part conducted on Ameri- 
ean soil. 

There is no need, in speaking to our 
readers, to more than briefly mention the 
prineipal products of Dr. Carrel’s genius. 
He won his spurs in publi¢ recognition by 
his wonderful work in blood transfusion, of 
which an account has already been given 
to our readers in one of our August issues 
of last year. In 1909 he entered the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Research and 
began his investigations on the continu- 
ance of tissue life in excised portions of 
the animal body. These are of the highest 
interest, both from the point of view of 
pure science and also in their application 
to medical and surgical practice. 


From the standpoint of theory it may 


well be said that- our ability to cause the 
growth of living matter in vitro brings us 


perhaps one step nearer to that dream of 
the biologist—the production of living 
matter—which was so ably commented 
upon by. Prof. Schafer in his recent ad- 
dress. From the practical point of view 
several important reflections present them- 
selves. Dr. Carrel has found that the 
medium which in normal life surrounds 
each tissue, is not the one best adapted for 
its growth. This implies on the one hand 
the possibility of perhaps stimulating the 
growth of certain organs or tissues, as the 
need may arise, by medication with specific 
substances affecting that particular tissue. 
It suggests, on the other hand, the pos- 
sible opposite procedure of checking the 
erowth of abnormal structures, such as 
tumor and cancers, by similar medication. 
It will be remembered that efforts in this 
direction were .made some years ago by 
Prof. Beard of Edinburgh, unfortunately 
without any apparent success. 


But what appears undoubtedly at present 
the most promising field of application of 
the results obtained by Dr. Carrel is the 
grafting of foreign healthy tissue in place 
of diseased or injured tissue. In order to 


be able to practice such transplantation as 


a matter of regular routine, and not as a 


mere occasional medical curiosity, it will 


be necessary to have on hand and pre- 
serve for use suitable portions of living 
tissues. The possibility of keeping alive 
for several months portions of excised 
animal organs placed in a suitable nutrient 
medium, as demonstrated by Dr. Carrel, is 
from this point of view of the highest 
interest. And the importance of this line 


of work is proved beyond peradventure by © 


the suecesses recorded by Dr. Carrel in 
the actual transplantation of entire organs, 
such as the kidney, in animals. The new 
organ thus engrafted has been found 
capable of fulfilling in every way the 


functions of the normal and natural organ. 


~ The Nobel Prize is intended as an award 
for achievements of no ordinary merit. So 
long as there are men like Dr. Carrel for 
candidates we need entertain no fear that 
the prize should ever lose any of the 


prestige which so justly attaches to it.—

Cannabis Indica has fallen greatly into 
disuse in this country, and it matters little 
to us whether the drug is produced in Asia, 
Africa, or America. Quite possibly this 
lack of interest has been brought about by 
our failure to ensure that our preparations 
are always active. According to Professor 
Remington, the most active constituent is 
an open question. It may be true that our 
American friends have no settled convic- 
tions on the subject, but I can assure the 
Professor that it is not an open question 
here. This was settled many years ago 
when Professor C. R. Marshall showed that 
the active constituent is ecannabinol, a 
liquid resinous body. This substance is 
isolated with difficulty owing to its prone- 
ness to oxidation, and it must be kept in 
hermetically sealed plials. So kept it re- 


tains its activity for years, but when ex- 


posed to the air it rapidly passes into a 
form that is inert. All this is ancient 
history to us, and I am surprised that no 
attempt seems to have been made by the 
authors of the Congress paper on ‘*Can- 
nabis’’ to compare the cannabinol content 
with the physiological activity as shown by 
the test on animals.—Chem. and Druggist.

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The Soda Fountain

on hand and to serve a great variety 
of unusual and freak drinks. <A few 
palatable, heart-warming, nourishing 
hot drinks are all the public care for. 
Do not serve them lukewarm. A luke- 
warm beverage is universally disliked. 
On the other hand, it is wise not to 
serve them too hot because the first 
sip may scald tongue and, as a result, 
the taste sense is destroyed and the 
patron coneludes that your preparation 
is insipid. 

Serve hot drinks in thick, warmth- 
retaining containers. 


We quote a few hot drinks from The 


Apothecary which will serve as an in- 
troduction. Later a few of the more 
nourishing kinds may be added: 


Hot Lemonade—Simple, 
freshing 


Lemon Essence............ 4 fluidrachms 
Solution of Citrie Acid..... 1 fluid ounce 
Syrup enough to make..... 32 fluid ounces 

In serving draw two fluid ounces of the 
syrup into an 8-ounce mug, fill with hot 
water and serve with a spoon.

Hot Cherry Phosphate 


Cherry Phosphate Syrup........ 1% ounces 
Hot water to make............ 8 ounces 


Cherry Phosphate Syrup is made as fol- 
lows: 


Bring to boil and when cool add the Acid

Hot water sufficient.............. 8 ounces 


Hot Orange Phosphate — 
Orange Syrup ...........- ...1 fid. ounce

Prepare your syrups according to the 
following formulas:

Mix the glycerine with 28 ounces of 
water, moisten the coffee with this mixture, 
let it stand for % hour. Pack firmly in a 
percolator (not tin) pour on the remainder > 
of the liquid, previously heated to boiling, 
and when this liquid has disappeared from 
the surface of the coffee, add boiling hot 
water until 40 fluid ounces of the percolate 
is obtained; to the latter add the sugar, 
and dissolve by agitation. : 

Serve by drawing 2 fluid ounces to an 
8-ounce mug, add 1 fluid ounce of cream, 
fill with hot water, top with whipped cream 
and serve with spoon and sweet crackers. 


Qualifications for Registration—Pennsyl- 
vania, Act of 1905 

The word ‘‘retailing’’ used in the Penn- 
sylvania act of 1905 does not necessarily 
confine the experience of an applicant for 
registration as a registered pharmacist to 
a retail drug store. Where an applicant 
has had four years’ practical experience 
in the business of retailing, compounding 
or dispensing of drugs, chemicals and 
poisons, and of compounding physicians’ 
prescriptions, although part of said time 
was at a United States Army Post Hos- 
pital, and is a graduate of a reputable 
and properly chartered college of phar- 
macy, such applicant comes within the 
qualifications prescribed by the act of 
1905.

Druggists’ Liability for Clerk’s Negligence 

Action was brought against a druggist 
for the negligence of a clerk employed by 
him in putting up a prescription. The 
prescription read: ‘‘Rhei. Calumba, Bis- 
muth Sub. Lodii, Biearb. Zingiber, Fiat in 
Chart. XXIV, One t..i. d.’’ The clerk 
read the prescription as intended, except 


that he interpreted the second word to 
mean ‘‘Calomel,’’ instead of ‘‘Calumba’’; 
and he accordingly put up the powders, 
each containing five grains of calomel. <A 


prescription of such a quantity to be 


taken three times a day, making a total 
of 120 grains, or 2 drachms in eight days, 
would be unusual, though not unprece- 
dented in some violent diseases. The quan- 
tity of calomel compounded by the clerk 
attracted his attention, and he inquired 
of the plaintiff through her interpreter 
(she being an Italian who did not under- 
stand English) if she understood the dose, 
and had any special instructions from the 
doctor. The record did not show that any 
response was given to this inquiry. After 
taking six of the powders the plaintiff be- 
eame ill. The defendant denied the neglli- 
gence and also based his defense upon the 
allegation that his clerk was a_ duly 
licensed pharmacist. It was held that a 
druggist’s liability for his clerk’s neghgent 
filling of a prescription is not defeated be- 
cause the.clerk was a competent druggist 
of experience. A druggist must use ordi- 
nary care in filling a prescription; the de- 
gree of vigilance and prudence called for 
being commensurate with the dangers in- 
volved. ‘‘Ordinary care’’ with reference 
to the business of a druggist was held to 
signify the highest practicable degree of 
prudence, thoughtfulness and_ vigilance, 
and the most exact and reliable safeguards 
consistent with the reasonable conduct of 
business, in order that human life may not 


constantly be exposed to the danger flow- 


ing from the substitution of deadly poisons 
for harmless medicine. 

The jury’s finding that the clerk was 
negligent in compounding the powders was 
held not to be inconsistent with their find- 
ings that calomel was furnished in the 
prescription by mistake, that the prescrip- 
tion as he read it aroused the clerk’s 
suspicion that calomel was not intended, 
and that the clerk made no reasonable 
effort to ascertain whether he was mis- 
taken.

Captain Baker is giving special at- 
tention to pharmaceutical and technical 
exhibits and will shortly address a 
communication to manufacturers of 
pharmaceuticals and to prominent 
pharmaceutical chemists and educators 
asking their co-operation in making 
the 1915 exhibit the largest and most 
complete of any international exposi- 
tion yet brought together. 


Bulletin From the Department of Com- 


merce and Labor 


The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce is about to issue a monograph 
dealing with the foreign trade in all kinds 
of canned foodstuffs. The consuls report- 
ing on the subject are for the most part 
of the opinion that American canned food 
products are well able to hold their own in 
most foreign markets. Some lines of 
American goods are the standard wherever 
sold. 

Canned meats from the United States 
have fully recovered the ground lost at 
the time packing-house methods were 
brought into question in this country. 
This is especially true of England, which 
has always been the heaviest buyer of such 
goods. It is said that the pure food label 


now required on canned goods put up in 


the United States has been of much as- 
sistance in restoring the confidence of the 
foreign consumer in American canned 
meats. 

California canned fruits are especially 
favorably. known abroad. Practically all 
the competition these fruits meet is kept 
alive by the fact that the American 


product is sold at higher prices than its 


rivals. American canned tomatoes, how- 
ever, do not seem to be holding their own 
in competition with the Italian product. 
European consumers claim that there is less 
liquid and more meat in the Italian cans 
and that the tomatoes are peeled. The 
American tomato may be restored to favor 
abroad by a recent decision of the Ameri- 
can pure food board that forbids the ad- 
dition of water and of any more of the 
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juice of the tomato than is just necessary 
to process it. 

In addition to these reports from the 
consuls the monograph contains a chapter 
on foreign pure food laws that relate to 
the importation of canned foods. In a few 
countries only are there regulations that 
affect the trade in this class of goods. 


The German Association of Women Phar- 
macists now includes thirty-three members, 
of whom three are qualified, sixteen ap- 


prentices, seven assistants, five students, | 


and two eandidates. The number of women 
working as pharmacists in Germany 1s, 
however, much larger, as there are twenty- 
three in Baden, thirty-nine in Prussia, 
eighteen in Wurtemberg, and seventeen in 
Hesse. It is interesting to note that women 
as pharmacists have better. prospects in 
small country places than in towns. In 
fifty districts having fewer than 5,000 in- 
habitants women pharmacists have up to 
the present been appointed. 


Unlawful Sale of Cocaine—Evidence 


In a prosecution for unlawfully selling 
cocaine, a doctor, who was also a pharma- 
cist, testified that he could not tell the 
difference between cocaine and epsom 
salts, except by an actual test. It was, 
nevertheless, held that his opinion that a 
powder in a package which he tasted was 
cocaine was properly admitted, he having 
previously described fully the effect of 
cocaine and the effect of the powder which 
he tested and as he did not say that his 
opinion was unsatisfactory. 
A person to whom the sale was alleged to 
have been made was a witness for the de- 
fendant. It was held that the evidence 
of an officer that he saw the defendant 
give the witness a package for which she 
paid him and received change, and that as 
soon as she came out of the house he ar- 
rested her, and found on her person the 
package, which contained cocaine and the 
change tied up with it in a handkerchief, 
and that she admitted purchasing it from 
the defendant was held admissible to con- 
tradict her.
